Childsen. 


> — 


A Horrible Tragedy at No, 2204 
Morgan Street. 


It Involves a Scandal in Fashion- 
Circles. 


Enraged by Jealousy, Cupidity and 
Drink, a River Pilot Shoots His Wife 
Four Times and Then Blows His Own 
Brains Out. 


About twenty minutes before 10 o’clock this 
morning, George A. Riley, having been nursing 
his wrath ali night, and having steadied coward 


nerves by copious libations, entered the yard in 


front of No. 2204 Morgan street, walked around to 
the kitchen, and opening the door smiled lovingly 
on his wife who was at work there. Still smiling 
he remarked, Mammie, I guess I’ll go 


upstairs and lie down awhile.” She faced 
him as be entered, but made no answer. His pur- 
pose was to get a @hance to shoot her in the back, 
and he had two freshly-loaded revolvers in his 
pocket at the time to make the siaughter certain. 
When she looked him in the eye, therefore, he 
was driven to the subterfuge of pretending to 
have an innocent mission, and he withdrew to 
Wait for a better opportunity to get her a 
a complete disadvantage. Presently he returne 
from the front room and walked out through the 
Kitchen door again into tue paved yard at the 
side of the house. Mrs. Riley said nothing to-bin, 
and evidently expected nothing. In the kitchen 
with her was a colored woman named Josephine 
Davis, who for years has done the laundry 
work for the = fainily. Mrs. Riley was 
talking cheerfully to the iaundress and had just 
approached a towel which hung alongside the 
Kitchen door,to wipe her hands, when the door 
again opened and Riley entered. He moved as 
though to pass on into the front room, but, noting 
that she had her back toward him and was talk- 
ing to the colored woman, he suddenly turned and 
drew a revoiver from his pocket as he did 
so. Withouta word,and betore either of the 
women could comprehend the danger, he fired 
two shots, holding the weapon so ciose to her 
that he could not fail to wound. The poor victim 
shrieked as she felt the bullets 
tear their Way  throuch her body, 
and, turning, dashed past her into 
the side yard, prolonging the screams as she ran. 
He followed, and overtook her before she had 
gone ten yards, firing three more shots while 
traversing that space. Two of these three struck 
her also, and she sank to the ground, her screams 
ceasing. Satisfied that he had killed 
her, he turned and deliberately 
walked into the kitchen past the 
colored woinan,who stood transfixed with horror. 
Passing through the dining room into the parior, 
he was lost to her view, and in another second the 
sound of a sixth shot came from that room, fol- 
lowed by a heavy crash. Then the colored woman 
screamed, the little 3-year-ola child who was 
in one of the rooms screamed, and 
women in the neighboring yard who had heard 
the commotion and the shots, joined in the din. 
In less than five minutes the yard was filled with 
people, and the poor woman, now bleeding from 
seven wounds, was borne carefully into the house 
and upstairs to the front room. 
Messengers ran to the Missouri Medical College, 
which is only a few biocks away. and Drs. Dick- 
son, Prewitt and others responded immediately. 
Another messenger ran over to St. Michael's 
Church, and Rev. Father Augustine, of the 
Franciscan order, burried to the side of the dy- 
ing woman. The priest and the physicians ar- 
rived about simultaneously, and by this time 
such a dense crowd had assembled in front 
of the residenee that a force of police under 
direction of Sergeants Fox ‘and Joyce nad dim - 
culty in keeping the house from being fairly over- 
run. Being driven off at the front many of the 
curious ones entered the yards on either side 
of the residence and found some satisfaction 
in peering over the tops of the fences or 
THROUGH KNOT HOLES, 

at the kitchen where the shooting had occurred. 
The house is an unpretentious littiesix-roomplace, 
located about forty leet from the street, with a 
front door entering into a front room, and a paved 
passage extending along the east side to where 
a two-stury porch covers the entrance 
to the kitchen. Despite the police restrictions 
the small rooms were soon uncomfortably filled 
by friends of the family, officers, physicians and 
others, all of whom sought to reach the 
upstairs room where the wounded woman lay. 

While the dressing of the woman’s wounds was 
in progress the room contained a decidedly mot- 
ley crowd ot spectators, the police not displaying 
a remarkable amount of judgment in the excla- 
sion of persons who had no business to be pres- 
ent. Round the bed were tue doctors busily 
working, and utterly unmindful of the fact that 
their delicate manipulations were being eagerly 
watched by a number of curious lookers-on. Sev- 
eral policemen stood by, saying and doing noth- 
ing. Reporters, gatheriug notes, moved to and 
fro: curious outsiders to the number of overa 
dozen crowded in the places where they coula 
be most in the way, and back of all, 
ready to ‘perform their pious duty, 
when called npon, stood the ministers of religion, 
calmly and unobtrusively waiting until the work 
of the doctors was finished, When this was ac- 
complished the room was cleared in order that 
the dying woman might be 

LEFT ALONE WITH THE PRIESTS. 
At first she seemed disinciinéd to talk, stating 
that whatever snis she,bad been guilty of; was a

THE WOMAN'S WOUNDS 
were described by Dr. Dixonas follows: “She 
received two wounds iu the left shoulder, one in 
the region of the point of the shoulder blade, the 
other at the lower angle of the shoulder blade. 
Both of these went through the lett lung; one of 
them came out near tue sterno-ciavicle, the other 
just below the nipple. A third ball entered the 
body at the eleventh rib two inches to the right 
of the spine and deflected downward and was not 
found. A fourth entered the left arm two inches 
above the elbow and made its exortin the palm 
of the left hand. The injuries are almost certain 
to prove fatal.” 
CAUSES OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The immediate cause of the tragedy wag 
jealousy, but there were other circumstances 
winch served to embitter Riley against his wife, 
Just how far his jealousy was founded upon fact 
is not Kuown, but the neighbors, who generally 
have a pretty clear idea ot what is going on 
around them, are unanimous in declaring that 
when the Rileys quarreiled, which occurred quite 
frequenily, Charges and counter-charges of lu 
delity constituted a leading partof their angrg 
conversation. There was cousiderable talk abouts 
a certain letter which the dead man gent 
yesterday morning to the wife of a gentie- 
man whom he suspected of improper relations 
with his wife, and it was believed that in that 
letter he sought to enlist. the reciplept’s assist- 
ance on his bebaif in fighting the suit for divorcee 
which his wife haa brought against him. The 
neighbors stated also that Dr. W. S. Barnes,whose 
office is at 3414 Easton avenue, was a very fre- 
queny visitor at Mrs. Riley’s, often spending the 
greater part of the day in her company, aud aiso 
taking her out buggy riding. Dr. Barnes called 
at the house shortly after the tragedy and cried 
bitterly when he learned of what had happened, 
The disposition of property held in the name of 
Mrs. Riley was ano.her cause of irritation. Mrs. 
Riley was the owner Of the house the 
occurred in, No. 2104 Morgan, . of 
two-story and basement stone-front next

LOUISIANA LEVEES. 


They are Broken in Many Places 
and the Country Flooded. 


The Danger at New Orleans, Where the 
Water is Running Over Wharres—A 
Further Rise Anticipated. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 25.—Great efforts were 
made last summer by our State authorities to 
close all crevasses inthe State and place our 
1,01¢ miles of levees in a secure position. These 
State efforts were to some extent supplemented 
by those of the Federal River Commission, and a 
month ago the levees were ina better condition 
than at any time since the war. But the extra- 
ordinary flood from the Onio and ;other rivers, 
coming as it did fully a month earlier than any 
previous spring rise, assailed the new 
works before they had become effect- 
ually consolidated, and this, eoupied 
with the fact that the weather of late has been 
extremely wet and windy, has resulted most dis- 
astrously. All the new earthworks 

HAVE BREN SWEPT AWAY, 
and, according to the outlet theory, the lower 
delta should have been effectually relieved. But 
the water is still everywhere above the danger 
line, and not only are the finest plantations of the 
State and some of the railway lines under water, 
byt the danger of further encroachment is immi- 
nent; hence, urgent measures are pressed upon 
Congress for à relief appropriation in 
order to save what yet remains 
of the delta from overflow. The city 
is still intact, but the water is over the 
wharves. The principal danger is froma threat- 
ened break immediately above Carrollton, which 
would overflow all the rear of the New Orleans 
half. 
A DOZEN NEW CREVASSES 

oecurred inthe vicinity of the city yesterday, 
some of which have been closed, while others are 
stili running. The crevasse opposite the city, 
which floods the two Pacific Railway lines, is 
abandoned, being fully a hundred yards in width 
and an average of fifteen feet in dept. All the 
resources of the two railwavs failed to close it. 
The weather is warm, with threats of rain. Usual- 
ly our worst floods come in April. :

TORONTO, March .— Tue log of the steamer 
Chateau Margaux gives the details ofa terrible 
voyage. The Margaux left Bordeaux with provis- 
lons for only twenty days. Meeting the jNorse- 
man she secured some provisions, but could get 
no other help. On the eleventh instant the wind 
plew a terrible gale, and immense waves swept 
continually over the vessel, cirrying off every- 


thing abeve decks and damaging a portion of the 


pulwarks. The gale lasted three days. Several 
vessels were sighted, but they were unable to help 
the Margaux on account ef the high seas and her 
own rudderless condition. All these, however, 
gave all possible encouragement and attempted 
to render assistance. The steamer Oregon on the 
sth took off three cabin and forty-five steerage 
passengers, who returned to Engiand. On the 
evening of the 18th another heavy northwestern 
raised the waves to a mountainous height rolled 
and pitched the vessel and threatened to swamp 
her. There was great terror on board,and at times 
the steamer’s boilers shook in their stands,and it 
seemed certain they would break loose. Saturday 
last, when about 250 miles from Halifax, the 
steamer Caledonia, after some Gemur, took her in 
tow and brought her safely to port. The Margaux 
is a magnificently equipped boat and intended for 
airect New York trade.

THE EMPEROR DISPLEASED. ‘ 

BERLIN, March 25.—Emperor William on his 
birthday received Herr Von Levetzon, president 
of the Reichstag; and in a conversation with him 
expressed great displeasure, at thé fate of the 
anti-social law. He recalled the attempts which 
bad been made on his own life and said the ob- 
ject of the law was to insure greater means of 
security than those which were at present inef- 
fective. :

BERLIN, March 25.—Mr. Sargent, on giving a 
toast to Emperor William at the dinner given on 
the occasion of the opening of the American Ex- 
change. said: Emperor William is entitled to tne 
veneration of all foreigners who live around him. 

He is al- 
ready admired by mankind, irrespective of terri- 
torial boundaries.”

IMPROVING NAVIGATION. 

Mr. ELLIs' proposition to make an imme- 
diate appropriation for the protection of 
New Orleans from overflow raises at once a 
new question of constitutionality. Are the 
river and harbor improvements, which are 
paid for by the Government, carriéd on with 
a view of improving the navigable channels 
which belong to the United States, or are 
they intended to reclaim and protect the 
lands of private owners? 

In the present instance there is no question 
of improving or maintaining the channel. 
New Orleans might be washed away by an 
overflow, but the channel of the river would 
be more than sufficient for all purposes of 
navigation. 

It would be well to raise the issue here 
and to settle it forever that the protection of 
private property along the river is one of the 
functions of the Government. The Govern- 
ment has been doing this for sometime, and 
more or less feeble objections have been 
made to it. By voting at once a sum of 
money which has nothing to do with river 
improvement, but which is openly and 
avowedly for the protection of private and 
municipal property, Congress will out 
its foot down on a great many of the 
foolish objections which interfere with the 
proper consideration of the great question 
of dealing with the Mississippi.

SEIFRIED’S SPREE, 


The Police Do Not Believe that He Has 
Stabbed Anybody. 

Fred. Seifried, a young butcher, occupies a cell 

at the Ceatral District calaboose to-day, but the 

space opposite his name on the station blotter 

was blank, and the officers were undecided 


whether to enter up a charge of murder or a case 
of jim-jams against him. The young man’s father 
visited him té-day, and after u talk with his son 
admitted he wads unable to savy which charge 
should be preferred. At2o’clock this morning 
Frea. Seifrica walked into the Central District 
Station, where Sergi. Brown was in charge. Sergt. 
Mueller had just returned from his precinet, and 
as he was about to step outside, the visitor, 
who stood back behind the oflice 
basement, beckoned him to approach. 
The sergeant asked him to step up, and at the 
railing he said, “Leut a man, and come to give 
myself up.“ He then proffered an open pocket 
knife, which was smeared with blood. The 
knuckles of one of his hands were barked, and 
the shirt cuff stained with blood. These looked 
like corroborating circumstances, and Seifried 
was questioned at length. He said that he lived 
at 2911 Hickory street, where his birthday was 
celebrated yesterday with much drinking. At 
2 o’clock this morning he was coming down Chou- 
teau avenue near Tayon avenue, when he 
was uccosted by a stranger, who began to 
abuse him viviently and then attempted to strike 
bim. He warded off the blow and struck the 
stranger in the face. He then drew his 
pocket knife and stabbed the man several 
times. Without waiting to see the resuit he ran 
down tothe Four Couris and delivered himself 
up. On hearing the story Sergt. Brown ordered 
Seifried into custody. Central District patrol 
wagon carrying two officers under Sergt. Mueller 
was driven tothe locality designated. The 
officers patrolling beats in the locality were sum- 
moned and a close search instituted, but without 
any results. The Tayon avenue bridge was 
searched, and the officers were reinforced by half 
a dozen reporters m hacks. Nothing was 
discovered to further corroborate the story. An 
order was issued to fhe officers to search all 
vacant lots and alleyways at daybreak for the 
victim, and the immediate vicinity of the sup- 
posed stabbing for signs of biood, which 
on account of the pelting rain would probably be 
washed away later in the day. This morning, 
when the young man’s father called, he supposed 
his son Was suffering from delirium consequent 
on the birthday celebration. Young Seifried stul 
adheres to his story as above related, and shows 
no indication of delirium tremens. Captain 
Fruchte said: 1 can’t tell whether this fellow 
has cut anybody or not. It may be that the vie- 
tim, if there is one, is more ashamed than the 
cutter.” The prisoner was held to await the de- 
velopments of the day, and it was arranged that 
if nothing turned up he should be given in charge 
of his father. A car driver onthe Blue Line 
states that he saw Seifried last night, and that he 
then said he was going to whip some fellow who 
had whipped another member of the Seifried 
family. he officers were sent tio examine the 
locality again, and were ordered to Make a moss 
thorough search. 

The potice then renewed their efforts to find the 
victim of Fred Setfried’s knife, but without 
any result. No traces of any bloody 
encounter were discovered at the cor- 
ner of Tayon avenue and Chouteau avenue. 
The locality was canvassed, but no one was 
found who haa seen the affray which Seifried 
Says LOOK place at the above descrined place. He 
still adheres to the story he told last night. ‘Lhe 
officers later in the day became 
convinced that the prisoner Js suffering 
from the effects of a spree which 
he accounted for by the explanation “dot lash 
night vas my birthday,” The prisoner’s father ex- 

ressed the opinion that his sou had celebrated 
— vigorously and that the story of the cuttin 
affray was the result. The blood on his cuffs an 
ou the knife blade might easily have been smeared 
on by his own bruised Knuckles. He will, how- 
ever, be held another day to awalt developments,

PRICES RISING RAPIDLY. 


Benefits of Street Reconstruction as Exem- 
plified on Pine and Locust Streets. 

Some discussion having recently arisen as to 

the benefits of street reconstruction and the good 

effect it has had upon the value of property along 

Pine street, a reporter of the Post-DisPpaTcH 


made some inquiries among real estate dealers 
to-day. The general opinion is that it was a 
wise and already saiisfactory investment. 

Mr. John Grether of Grether & Boeck said: “Is 
it a good thing? Well, I should think so, judging 
from the higher prices at which property owners 
are holding things on the street. Why, just ook 
at the facts about travel, which is neariy always 
a good criterion of public appreciation of a_thor- 
oughfare. Not long ago Pine street from Twen- 
tv-first to Thirty-fifth street, Was traveled on but 
little; in fact, was usually avoided by 
drivers, but now on Sundays 
or other pleasant days you will find no street so 
crowded as Pine, which everybody seems to hunt 
now when wishing to take a drive. The other day 
I drove out there myself the first timefor many 
months, and was surprised to see the steady 
stream of vehicles turning mat Twenty-first 
street to take advantage of the smooth road-bed, 
but 1 understand it has just 
that wav ever since tie pavement was 
finished. Theonly objection to it I have heard of 
is the noise made by the horses passing in such 
numbers all the day long, but I don’t consider.that 
complaint amounts to anything. as it has never 
worked against that kind of pavement in other 
cities where people soon become accustomed to 
the noise aud are perfectly willing to escape the 
dust and dirt of the old street.” 


- “Will the pavement last?” 


“JT don't see any reason why it shouldn't. I 
know a great many croakers cite the 
case of Pennsylvania avenue, Washington, where 
the composition was so soft that the foot would 
make au impression. But that was a number of 
years ago, since when tue manufacture of that 
pavement has been greatly improved and is now 
well nien imperishable. The sad experiment of 
Third street, near the Post Office, when the pave- 
ment melted and ran into the titer, will net be 
repeated in thisinstance. It has stood the test 
of last winter’s cold, and will uudoubtedly prove 
durabie and satisfactory.” 

C. H. TURNER 

said: On account of that improvement I for one 
am holding property $10 higher a foot. Those 
who complain of the noise resulting from it 
should move over on to Olive street, the residents 
of which will giadiy exchange locations. Pine 
was formerly ove of the dustiest streets in St.
